the bees and hives and then take 
out the honey as desired. But the 
point I wish particularly to make is 
that the outlay for materials and in 
labor is small if proper care is given 
the bees. 
I do not wish to recommend that 
any general farmer have more than 
a 
few colonies of bees. Leave such 
work to the agricultural specialist. 
But leaving out of consideration tim 
value of the honeys made by five 
colonies of bees, , J, believe 
there 
would be a good return, particularly 
to those who grow alfalfa for seed, 
from taking care of them. 
Many farmers have not succeeded 
with bees. Rotting-away hives are 
too commonly seen. This only goes 
to prove that unless a farmer has 
a liking for bees and resolves be­ 
fore he 
gets them to give them 
careful attention in accordance with 
the best instructions he may obtain, 
there is little chance tor success 
with them. 
But, the question arises. 
"How many farmers succeed with 
anything they do not like?”

It is safe to say that ninety 
per cent of the thousands who stop 
at Banff annually enjoy a boat ride 


across Lake Minnewanka, a beauti­ 
ful sheet of water rimmed in by 
forbidding mountains. The Indians 
had many legends concerning this 
Jake, the most popular hinging on 
its 
name, 
which 
means 
Spirit 
Waters. 
The legend runs that an 
Indian chief was crossing the lake 
in r. canoe when an evil spirit arose 
from the waters, wrecked the frail 
craft and carried the chief down 
into the depths of the lake, from 
which the body never rose again. 
Firm belief in this story caused the I 
Indians to shun the lake, but white I 
men laugh at the tale and find these 
waters attractive for boating, fish­ 
ing and camping. 
Lake Minnewanka is some 15 
miles long and between two and 
three miles wide. 
A comfortable 


launch 
makes 
the 22-mile 
trip 
regularly. 
At the southern end a 
stop is made to allow passengers to 
inspect the scenic marvels, one of 
which 
is 
a 
gigantic 
“Hoodoo,** 
which rises like a monument from 
the back of a rushing torrent, and 
bears a balanced rock upon its 
apex. 
Nearby 
is

camping site and another is on the 
north shore opposite the entrance 
to Aylmer’s Canyon, from which it 
is comparatively easy to reach

One December duy in the early sev- 
i en ties a young buffalo bunter down 
In the Texas Panhandle was busy skin­ 
ning a buffalo when live Cheyennes of 
i Chief Bear Shield's band rode up, sa­ 
luted him with a grave “How!** and 
sat on t heir ponies idly watching ids 
work. 
Although the hunter's Sharps 
ride was lying some distance away, 
he was r.ot worried, for the Cheyennes 
, were supposed to be peaceful ut that

lime. 
Presently one of the roil men dls- 
i mounted and picked up the Sharps 
, as though to examine it and. as he 
I did so. another reached across mid 
j whip|ted the pistol from the holster iii 
the hunter's belt. 
Instantly the first 
Indian struck the white man a mur­ 
derous blow ae toss the forehead with 
the rith* and in broken but emphatic 
English told him to “git." The hunter 
was outnumbered five to one; he 
“got.” 
'The victim of the Cheyennes was 
“But" 
Masters* h i . 
William 
Barclay 
Mastersou was his name, hut his suc­ 
cess as a buffalo hunter had won him 
the title of “lint,” as a worthy success­ 
or to Baptiste Brown, "Old Bat,* a 
mighty slayer of game In the old days. 
Mastersou reached Ids camp Iii safety. 
That night he rode stealthily Into 
Bear Shield's village and "clit out" 40 
of tlie old chiefs ponies. As lie worded 
he came upon another rider engaged 
In tin* sh me occupation. 
It proved 
to Im* Billy Tigtilmun. a fellow' buffalo 
hunter who later bin'ame a famous dei*- 
uty Fidos! States marshal. 
Whim in 1S74 a war party swept 
down upon the Adobe Walls, the buf­ 
falo hunters' headquarters, some of 
Bear Shields warriors rode with It, 
and one of Hie defenders of the little | 
stockade was "Bat" Mastersou. Then ! 
and there he obtained revenge for the ' 
blow* which the Cheyenne had struck • 
him. 
After the Adobe Walls fight, Mas-1 
terson enlisted us a scout for General j 
Miles and served with him until the j 
southern plains tribes were subdued. 
A few years Inter he was elected 
sheriff of Ford county, Kansas. Dodge 
city, the county seat, was one of the 
tougliest cowboy towns In the West, 
but w'heu Masterson resigned in 1881
